July 22.— In the eteel 
ttrike situation, WellsviUe, Ohio, and 
McKeesport are ttiU the points of in- 
1|er«lt The situation at Wellsvllle Is 
BOt materially changed from the con- 
ditions of last week. Notwithstand- 
ing the rumors of last week to the ef- 
fect that the six mills of the Wells- 
Till* plant would be running in full 
Monday, such is not the case. No 
oataMe men were brought in and only 
milll 1, 2 and 4 are In operation. A 
number of the mill men who recently 
joined the Amalgamated association 
are in sore straits to know what to do 
la the present difflcnlty. They want 
to work but their pride will not per- 
mit them to violate the contract 
which they rccontly entered into with 
the Amalgamated association. Great 
influence is being brought to bear up- 
on them by the frianda of tba Amal- 
gamated association and by the mill 
men. 

At McKo(^;;port cvi rythlng is Mack. 
The Deweese Wood company did not 
make any attempt to go into opera- 
tion as was expected. Hundreds of 
men were parading the streets, watch- 
ing the railroads and even watching 
the river bank, because it was said 
tlie men would be brought in by boat 
up the Monongahela river. This dem- 
onstration on tb« part of the men, 
while it is done in an orderly manner 
and the orders of the Amalgamated 
ofndalB are being obeyed. Is looked 
upon as ominous, because if the com- 
pany should make an attempt to bring 
new men into the mill It Is not un- 
likely that the strikers will make re- 
sistance.

News of a deplorable sbootinK afl'ray 
near Burtonville Sunday afternoon reach- 
ed Maysville Monday. 

The participants were John Jackson 
(or Johnson) and a man named Scott. 

According to (he information at hand, 
Jackson has been boarding ,at Scott's 
bom#, and it it claimed had become too 
intimate with the latter's wife. 

The trouble which bad been brew- 
ing for some time culminated in a shoot- 
ing afl'ray sometime Sunday afternoon. 
8cott was wounded in the right eye and 
in the mouth, while Jackson re<-eived 
two woobds in the stomach and abdo- 
men. 

After the cliootinc Jackton was able to 
make bis way to the hills near by where 
he was found by Deputy Sheriff Bow- 
man. S'cotl'e wife was with Jtckson 
when the officer found ber. 

After pladnt them under arrest, the 
oflRcer proceeded to the house where he 
found Scott lying in the yard uncon- 
scious.

Would Welcome Mediation. 
With reference to the statements 
of John M. Farquabar, a member of 
the industrial commission, which were 
sent out from Washington in which it 
was Inferred that there might be a 
movement in progress by the officials 
of that comn\j8sion to liriu^' ubout 
mediation in the present strike, Mr, 
Bbaffer said: "If Mr. Farquabar is 
QQOted correctly and is endeavoring 
to bring about an adjustment of this 
strike, I believe that if he puts the 
same assiduous efforts into his task 
as be did when he questioned me dur 
ing the sessions of the commission, 
ho will accomplish aome good results. 
I do not know If he is attempting any 
such movement, as he has not com- 
municated with me or any of the of- 
ficials of the Amalgamated associa- 
tion." 

la commenting on the possibility of 
the National Tube company discharg- 
ing the men who Joined the Amalga- 
mated association, Mr. Bbaffer said: 
"If the company should discbarge 
these men we shall have to protect 
thea, and as we eeiMMer tlseharge 
under these circumstances grounds 
for enforcing article 19, section 35, 
we should have to request the rein- 
statement of those men and their 
recognition as members. If that were 
■ot done we should be compelled to 
call out all Amalgamated bob working 
in the plants ot th* NatioBal Tube 
company." 

While still hoping for an early set- 
tlement of the strike, Mr. Shatter 
would BOt say that any steps had been 
taken in this direction and sio far as 
the general officers of the Amalgamat- 
td asBociation w^re concerned, they 
all declared that they had not been 
approached by any peraott or persons 
OB this subject.

Pittsfleld, Mass., July «2.— With 

three s-tt'ps in Its case against Rot)eit 
S. Fosburg, the alleged slayer of bis 
sister May, apparently well fortified , 
the proRcci'.tlon concluded Its case at 
the third day's session of the trial of 
young Fobburg tor manslaughter. 
Nelaon J. Hall of this city, told of a 
visit to the Fosburg house at 4 
o'cloc',< on the moininK following the 
shootiuf?. He fdiind a pair of half 
hose with white dots, he said, on the 
grass near the edge of the road. The 
half hose were well worn on iht. bot- 
tom. Further on he picked up a sin- 
gle sock. The half hose were Identi- 
fied in court iiy \vltn<fs as fli'- mi^'s 
le found. The tracks of ban feit 
•vere also noticed in the road. Th<-y 
were about 10 inches long and quite 
broad. They disappeared at the bend 
of the road. 

Tli< finding of a jair of trousers 
and of thi' piilow case w'.ii' h is said lo 
have been used as a mask by one of 
the. burglars, waa then giren by there 
those who picked them up and the ar- 
ticles were shown and idcntifted. 

Dr. W. W. Schofleld. who has been 
looked upon as an Important witness 
for the statH, was then calUd. L.'. 
Schofleld told of being called to tbo 
Foaburg house at 1:80 o'clock a. m. 
and of finding two officers on guard 
when he reached there at 2 o'cloc't. 
Witness • ntcrt d the house 'ind at once 
went upstaiis. On the floor of the 
bedroom he saw the body of a girl 
covered with a sheet and with a pil- 
low under the head. Blood was oozlrg 
from the nujutli an'l from the wouTnt. 
He examiiiKl the body uud wu.s con- 
vinctd it was dead. 

The witness said be saw two women 
on the bed and the defendant stand 
ing in a doorway. The other membe**8 
of the family were in adjoining roon. 
\S itn' bs said tlie i hi. r Fosbuig de 
clan (1 to him tiial he was lying in li d 
in his room on his left side facing the 
door. He suddenly awoke to find a 
man standing in front of him with a 
revolver in one hand and a lantern in 
the other. The revolver was within a 
foot of his head. He sprang up and 
struck the arm, which held the re- 
volver, and then grappled with the In- 
truder. Suddenly he was struck on 
the head and knew nothing for a few 
moments. When he recovered be 
found his son, the defendant, had been 
similarly assaultt 1. Ur. Schofleld de- 
scribed the terrible wounds which l.e 
found on the head of eai h. 

Police OAcer George B. Chapman 
gave an entirely new bit of evidence. 
He stated that ht fo;ind a number of 
matches of a difler* i.t ma):e from 
those used by his family, in a bedroom 
of his house and near the doorstep 
outside, on the next morning after the 
Fosburg shooting. Witness said his 
wife declared there must have been 
burglars in the house that nigji. 
.Matches found in the Fosburg house 
were similar to thoao found by Mr. 
Chapman. 

The examinatloa of James Fosburg. 
a brother of the aceuaed man. then b?- 
gan and It was conducted by iJistrict 
Attorney Hammond. Witness said he 
was awakened by a terrible shri* 
coming apparently from his fathers 
room. He rushed up the front stair.-^ 
turning on various lights as he ran 
He was met at the head of the stairs 
by bis Blster-ln-law. who screamed 
"Vour falh»r b gone crazy. " He brush- 
ed her aside and went on to bis sis 
ter May'a room. She was lying on the 
floor. "I saw brother Robert," said 
he, "come Into the room behind my 
father. H( was staggirins and wlun 
In the middle of the room, he co - 
lapsed and fell to the floor, his he- i 
resting near my sister's, but bis bo^.. 
In aa oppoaite direction."

Pittsburs. July 22.— A whole family 
was burned in a Pennsylvania tene- 
ment lire. The mo'her and three 
children are dead and the husband is 
badly burned and is now at the hos- 
pital. The explosion of an oil can 
was the cause of the fire. The dead: 
Mrs. Sophia Ratsa, 80, mother of the 
children; Viola Ratza. 8; Kashner 
Uatza. 5; Walxx k Uatza, 2. 'the In- 
jured: I rancis Ratza, husband and 
father of the family, badly burned, re- 
moved to the West Pennjylvania' hos- 
pital. It Is said he will recover. 

Mrs. Ratza was preparing a meal in 
her apartments on the third floor of 
Uie tenemt'iit house. The fire in the 
kitchen stove was not burning as 
quickly as she wanted it to, and she 
took an oil can and poured some of 
the oil on the fir;'. In a moment a 
blaze from the grat?" t)f the stove ignit- 
ed the oil ill the can and an explosion, 
which was heard throughout the 
bouse, followed. 

The burning oil was scattered over 
the room, setting fire to the clothes of 
Mrs. Ratza and the children Th'^ 
husband was in an adjoining ro<}m and 
bis injuries were sustained while try- 
ing to save his wife and children. 
The house In which the fire occurred 
was a two and a half story frame. It 
was owned by Mrs. Barbara Zankle, 
who conducted a bake shop on the first 
floor. The loss is placed at $1,500. 
The house was oc cupied by three fam- 
ilies, but the only persons injured 
were the Ratsaa. The bodies of the 
four victims were removed to the 
morgue.
